MARI N HI GHWAYS JAMMED, GATE 
SPAN TRAFFI C SETS NEW RECORD 


Golden Gate bridge carried more traffic yesterday than 
any day in its 15-year history. 


Bridge Ouditor Charles D. Hudson reported that 53,471 
vehicles paid tolls to cross the span, more than the total in any 
other 24-hour period. Largest previous day was last month 
when 52,848 crossed on Sunday, June 21. 


Hudson said he did not believe, however, that yesterday 
would be a record income day for the bridge. Although the 
day’s revenues have not yet been audited, he said it appeared 
unlikely that yesterday would surpass the previous record 
because of toll reductions for accommodation tickets and 
buses which became effective July I. Total income for the 
previous record day last June was $21,081.75. 


The record traffic across the bridge was indicative of the 
problem yesterday on crowded Marin county highways. Al­ 
though nearly, a dozen crashes were reported to the Highway 
Patrol, there were no fatalities, although there were several 
serious injuries. 


By 6 p.m. yesterday, cars headed for San Francisco from 
Marin, the Russian River, Clear Lake and other resort areas, 
were backed up from Greenbrae light across San Rafael Sky­ 
way as far back as Santa Venetia. Even as late s 9 pm., 
cars were bumper to bumper from the Alto light clear back 
to the San Rafael Skyway.

More than 15 billion dollars to 
help pay for more then 1,125,000 
tons of artillery ammunition: more 
than 1,800,000,000 bullets and gren­ 
ades; 800 tanks and 40,000 trucks 
used up in battle; more than two 
million shells for naval guns: hun­ 
dreds of thousands of tons of 
bombs. 
It triggered a general rearma­ 
ment program for which the gov­ 
ernment has spent to date over 
101 billion dollars. 
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Reds Win Territory 
TOKYO t/P}—'The military de- 
marcation line agreed to by Al­ 
lied and Red negotiators in secret 
sessions at Panmunjom gave the 
Communists almost all the ground 
they won recently in the Kumsong 
bulge in their greatest offensive 
in two years, a map released by 
Gen. Mark W. Clark’s headquar­ 
ters showed today. 
The map was included in a flood 
of hitherto secret material released 
by Clark’s headquarters after the 
armistice signing. 
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Draft Call To Drop 
WASHINGTON (/Pl — The De- 
lense department anticipates that 
monthly draft calls will drop 4,000 
in about three months if reason­ 
ably stable conditions are achieved 
in Korea within that time. 
John A. Hannah, assistant sec­ 
retary for manpower, disclosed this 
prospect recently in stressing the 
continuing need for Selective Ser­ 
vice as long as the United States 
keeps more than three million men 
in uniform. 
A 4,000 drop would mean cutting 
the monthly call from 23,000 to 
19,000. 
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Stale Casualty List 
SACRAMENTO </P>—No official 
source could say today how many 
Californians were killed* wounded 
or captured in the three years of 
the Korean War. 
State-by-state casualty 
figures 
were not available from the De­ 
fense department. The state ad­

He said security in­ 
terests of the United States ‘‘clear­ 
ly indicate the need to act prompt­ 
ly.” 


All day and into the night the 
Reds sent artillery and

Flames gushed from the muz­ 
zles as battery after battery fired 
in salvo. 
The valleys roared and shook 
as the shells burst deep behind 
the Red lines.

If the Reds had not insisted on 
shooting it out, there would have 
been little or no firing on the clos­ 
ing day.

George MacArthur and Fred Wa­ 
ters reported the Allies fired ‘‘one 
for one” in the closing hours of 
the war. When a Red shell splash­ 
ed in Allied territory, American 
big guns sent one screaming back. 
Correspondent 
Robert 
Gibson, 
on the East-Central front, report­ 
ed heavy shelling by the Reds and 
said Allied artillery answered in 
kind. 


Now, the Allied and Communist 
armies are to pull back within 7 2 
hours I ’* miles, forming a 2Va- 
mile-wide buffer strip. 


SEOUL (£>)—Capt. Ralph Parr, 
a jet ace from Apple Valley, Calif., 
shot down the last Communist 
plane ‘of the Korea war today. 
The 5th Air Force announced 
its planes destroyed or damaged 
1,710 MIGS during the three-year 
conflict. 
Parr became a double ace when 
he 
shot 
down a Russian-built 
transport plane at 12:25 p.m. 10- 
12 miles south, of the Yalu River, 
less 
than 
IO hours before the 
shooting halted. 
American 
Sabre 
jets 
swept 
North Korean skies during the day 
but failed to score against any 
MIGS. Credit for the last MIG 
kill of the war went to 2nd Lt. 
Sam P. Young, of Miami, Fla. He 
got it last Wednesday. 
The 
5th 
Air Force released 
these figures: 
Eight hundred MIGS destroyed, 
126 probably destroyed and 784 
damaged. 
Fifty-eight American Sabre jet* 
were lost in combat, 
the 
Air 
Force said. This does not include 
those lost to ground fire or other 
causes. 
Parr, in shooting down the Rus­ 
sian-made transport, boosted his 
score to IO Red planes destroyed. 
That qualified him as a double 
ace, but not a double jet ace. He 
was credited with nine MIGS shot 
down and two damaged. 
Parr described his kill: 
“I made two identification pas­ 
ses for positive identification. I 
came up from behind, gave him 
one burst from about 1,000 feet and 
raked the fuselage. 
The 
plane 
caught fire, flew on for a minute 
and then flipped over on its back 
and burned.” 
The transport carried a t least a 
pilot and co-pilot, the Air Force 
said. No one bailed out. This type 
plane is rarely seen south of the 
Yalu River. 
The last Allied planes to hit the 
Reds were night-flying American 
B26 light bombers. An American 
B26 
made 
the last strike. It 
bombed Communist frontline po­ 
sitions just west of the Kumsong 
Bulge on the East Central Sector, 
at 9:34 p.m., 26 minutes before 
the cease-fire.

Your Tax Dollar May Not 
Go Far, But It Goes Fast 


Pity the poor tax pay ers in a y ear like 
th is I 
What wou ld y ou ex pect from an org ani­ 
zation which wou ld spend $4,000,000 per 
day ? Or if it was spending only $1,000,000 
per day ? Or ev en if it is spending only $16,- 
000 per day ? 
Well, are y ou g etting it? You hav e su ch 
ag encies working for y ou rig ht now*, here 
in California, here in Marin. Are y ou g et­ 
ting a dollar’s v alu e from each dollar being 
•pent? 
The State of California is spending 54,- 
000,000 per day each and ev ery day of ihe 
19 53-54 y ear, Su nday s, holiday s, and week­ 
day !. It is a record ex penditu re for this 
itate or any state in the Union. 
This y ear g ood ol’ California, which has 
to hav e the big g est and best of ev ery thing , 
increased its bu dg et from $1,244,000,000 to 
$1,39 0,000,000, while New York was cu t­ 
ting its bu dg et $19 ,9 00,000 back to $1,08 9 ,- 
000,000. 
California’s increase was mostly a 67-mil­ 
lion dollar schools su bsidy v oted by the 
people last Nov ember, and an 8 7-million in­ 
crease in state hig hway fu nds. 
In addition to this, California’s 58 cou n­ 
ties are spending at abou t the rate of $1,- 
000,000 per day . Ev en little Marin, where 
cou nty g ov ernment is u ncomplicated com­ 
pared with many in the state, mu st pay ou t 
abou t $16,000 per day in order to operate. 


Recently released bu dg et requ ests of cou nty 
department heads indicate an ev en hig her 
rate of ex penditu re than this. 
The su perv isors are working now to cu t 
these requ ests. They mu st be cu t. Marin 
residents won’t stand for 
a 60 per cent in­ 
crease in the basic tax rate, which the pre­ 
liminary bu dg et indicates. 
The su perv isors, of cou rse, do not hav e 
control ov er all $16,000 per day being spent 
here. In fact only slig htly more than 25 per 
cent is within their direct g rip. Bu t it is in 
that qu arter that many of the economies 
can be made. 
• 
• 
We hav e not mentioned either the larg ­ 
est or the smallest of the g ov ernmental ex ­ 
penditu res—the federal g ov ernment and the 
cities. Federal ex penditu res daily reach su ch 
fig u res they are incomphensible to the av er­ 
ag e mind. City ex penditu res, which in some 
instances are su bstantial, reach only the city 
dwellers. 
Unfortu nately , all of this money comes 
from only one sou rce—y ou r pocket. Cou n­ 
ties, states, school districts or other u nits 
seeking financial aid from ag encies hig her 
in the g ov ernmental stru ctu re, are prone to 
say , “This only costs u s so-mu ch, the rest 
we g et from the state (or Washing ton).’’ 
I he money may come from there, bu t only 
as a detou r. It. starts from the same place, 
y ou r pocketbook. You r tax dollar may not 
g o far these day s, bu t it certainly g oes fast.

Foreig n in­ 
v estments in Arg entina’s indu stries and ag ­ 
ricu ltu ral enterprises hav e been dropping 
fast in the last fiv e y ears. To g et the $4 bil­ 
lion more that his cou ntry needs, Peron has 
dev ised a plan to permit foreig n capital to

earn u p to eig ht per cent after the first two 
y ears. 
He hopes this will improv e his cou ntry ’s 
produ ction and minimize need for foreig n 
ex chang e ou tlay s. 
American inv estment dollars, to be su re, 
are brav e; they are accu stomed to taking 
chances with u npredictable g ov ernments. 
Yet one wonders, too, at the temerity of 
Senor Peron. 
In recent y ears he has been a v irtu al dic­ 
tator, and to prov e this has fostered anti-

talk, 
were 
ev er 
howling ly popu lar w ith the Com­ 
m u nist g ov ernm ent. Bu t we were 
w ith the people and com pared to 
w hat happened later, we led a 
charm ed life. 
I left an official party at 2:20 
one m orning , arm in arm w ith 
a m an who is now a m arshal in 
th e Sov iet Army . 
W ith 
other 
Ru ssians and 
foreig ners 
from 
some of the embassies, we jou r­ 
ney ed to my apartm ent. 


TH IS 
H IG H 
m ilitary 
m an, 
once inside my m odest place, lit 
the candles, tu rned down the 
lig hts and sat down at th e piano 
and play ed u ntil dawn. It all 
seemed not v ery u nu su al then. 
A nother tim e I fou nd iny self 
at a big R u ssian dinner. More 
th a n 60 persons at one long 
table. I seemed to be the only 
1 foreig ner present. 
“Eddy Eddy ov ich,” 
said 
my 
host, “I ’v e fou nd som ething for 
y ou .” 
He prou dly whipped ou t a bot­ 
tle of scotch. 
A little dark m an near me, 
who looked like a party ty pe, 
shu ddered. He looked arou nd him 
w ith w hat I thou g h was con­ 
siderable su spicion, and tu rned 
to a m ajor g eneral in the Sov iet 
Army . 
“Com rade g eneral.” said th e 
party ty pe, “scotch whisky (Shet- 
landsky v iskey was the way lie 
said it in Ru ssian) m ay be all 
rig h t for some people, bu t I pre­ 
fer 
ou r 
R u ssian 
v oc^a, don't 
y ou ?” 


THE GENERAL, who had a 
stou t hooker of Shetlandsky v is- 
key in his rig ht hand, g av e him a 
cold ey e. 
“No,” he said, “I ’m not th a t 
chau v inistic.” 
You inv ited Ru ssians to y ou r 
apartm ent and some of them 
came. Some of them inv ited y ou * 
to their places. You fou nd y ou r­ 
self a t real R u ssian parties th a t 
m u st not hav e chang ed ov er the 
y ears. And there were lots of 
R u ssians abou t. 
You liked the people and they 
seemed to like y ou . 
I ’m not referring to the small 
g rou p of Ru ssians who had been 
approv ed for c onta c t'w ith for­ 
eig ners. They were alway s abou t, 
polite, often charm ing , g ood con­ 
v ersationalists, bu t nev ertheless, 
people we felt were u ndu ly in­ 
terested in w hat we were say ­ 
ing and com m enting on. I ’m re ­ 
ferring to ju st plain Ru ssians, 
and some who were any thing bu t 
plain. B u t not approv ed people.. 


FOREIGNERS cou ld trav el into 
th e cou ntry side in all directions 
from Moscow, and while it isn’t 
ex actly the French Riv iera, it 
offered 
some 
g ood 
swimming 
spots which were especially nice 
after parties in su m m er. 
And there were the Gy psies. 
The best R u ssian parties, I be­ 
liev e, m u st hav e Gy psies. At the 
end of the ev ening . Like cham ­ 
pag ne at the end of the dinner. 
Well, we had them back in those 
day s. 
T hen 
one 
m orning , after a 


v ery fine party , there was a 
“v eliki skandal.” A bad show. An 
Incident. 
A 
ju nior m e m b e r of th e 
Am erican Embassy (not on th e 
diplom atic list) 
was 
taking 
a 
Gy psy g irl hem e in a tax i, I be­ 
liev e. He reported she resented 
his attentions. She reported, and 
In th e pu blic press, th a t she re ­ 
sented his adv ances. T he paper 
blamed 
A m erican 
boorishness 
and a lack of respect for women. 


NOW I ADMIRE Gy psies a l­ 
m ost as m u ch as any people in 
the world and I ’v e been arou nd 
a few in my day . I think the 
Am erican m u st hav e handled his 
case badly . 
Or 
that* he 
was 
fram ed, becau se I ’v e nev er heard 
of Gy psies w riting in the paper 
abou t su ch priv ate thing s. 


T hen there was th e case of 
another y ou ng Am erican whose 
car was ram m ed from behind by 
a R u ssian car. He g ot ou t and 
there was a larg e arg u m ent and 
when the R u ssian started to driv e 
off, the Am erican sm ashed In 
one of his side windows. 
These were sig ns of the times. 


THE COLD WIND blew colder. 
No Gy psies a t parties. Very few 
Ru ssians a t parties. 
T hen 
no 
R u ssians at all ’a t parties. T hen 
no R u ssian friends. 
T r a v e l restrictions 
w e r e 
clam ped on all foreig ners. The 
diplom atic rate of 12 ru bles to 
a dollar was redu ced to 8 to a 
dollar and then came th e money 
reform and it was 4 to a dollar. 
T his w asn’t, and isn’t today , an 
ex chang e rate. It borders on con­ 
fiscation. 
As the wife of a form er Am eri­ 
can am bassador, Adm. Alan G. 
K irk, so aptly pu t it—all the 
foreig ners were throw n u p on a 
ra ft tog ether. 
Some cou ldn’t stand it. 


A Norweg ian shot him self one 
nig ht. A y ou ng m an from the 
B ritish Embassy ran am ok in the 
M etropole H otel’s dining room. 
He broke fou r chairs ov er v ari­ 
ou s Ru ssians, u pset two tables, 
sm ashed dishes and g ot throw n 
Into jail. 


W’E TALKED in ev en softer 
w hispers to one 
another. And 
people com plained bitterly abou t 
life in Moscow. This thing th a t 
* the S o v i e t au thorities had 
brou g ht on — this com plete iso­ 
lation of the foreig ners — n a t­ 
u rally created resentm ent among 
certain foreig ners. 
To the few R u ssians they had 
contact with, 
serv ants mostly , 
they cou ld be v ery ru de at times. 
And often in the presence of my 
wife (a R u ssian) we’d hear the 
phrase “these dam n Ru ssians.” 
O r worse. 


BUT THESE were the ex cep­ 
tions. Most 
foreig ners 
treated 
th eir serv ants w ith kindness no 
m atter how cold the w ar g ot. 
And they were wonderfu l to my 
wife and the R u ssian wiv es of 
other foreig ners who were cer­ 
tainly in a strang e predicam ent. 
They were Sov iet citizens, y et 
Sov iet citizens seldom, if ev er, 
came to th eir apartm ents. A u ni­ 
formed policem an stood by the 
front door 
of 
my 
apartm ent 
hou se, 24 hou rs a day , no m atter 
the w eather. 
Ev en if any Ru ssian had w ant­ 
ed to, he wou ld hav e been tu rned 
away by the fellow in u niform , 
before he com pleted his v isit to 
ou r apartm ent.

Firms Close 
Records To 
State Unit

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
pu blic m ig ht g et th e last lau g h 
after all in th e m atter of th e 
rig h t to see pu blic records if 
ev ery one happened to follow the 
ex ample set by two insu rance 
rating org anizations in Califor­ 
nia last Ju ne. 
W hile G ov ernor E arl W arren 
was pocket-v etoing 
a 
m easu re 
aim ed a t keeping pu blic records 
open to the pu blic, the two ra t­ 
ing org anizations were deny ing 
access to th eir priv ate records to 
the state insu rance commission­ 
er! 


COM M ISSIONER John R. M a­ 
loney m akes lou d and long com ­ 
plaint ov er th e Incident in his 
m onthly 
report 
to 
Gov ernor 
W arren. The fact th a t the in­ 
su rance rating bu reau s denied 
him access to th eir records g av e 
cau se for g reat ou trag e on the 
part of the g ov ernm ent bu reau . 
Y et the g ov ernor v etoed the 
only bill before him which wou ld 
hav e declared a state policy w ith 
reg ard to th e freedom of access 
to pu blic records. T his was AB 
1160, 
by 
Assembly man 
F rank 
Lu ckel of San Dieg o. Its details 
hav e been described prev iou sly 
in this colu mn. 


THERE IS NO im plication in­ 
tended to the effect th a t M a­ 
loney Is one of those bu reau crats 
who Is anx iou s to cov er u p his 
activ ities by deny ing th e pu blic 
access to th e records of the in­ 
su rance commission. He has, in 
fact, g one >ou t of his way to 
m ake records av ailable to this 
news serv ice. 


T he.M aloney report, howev er, 
has a fam iliar ring —in rev erse. 
He cites the instances in which 
his people were denied access to 
th e records, and then rem arks 
th a t “in each instance, the rec­ 
ords 
in 
qu estion 
were 
su bse­ 
qu ently m ade av ailable.” 
This has occu rred m any tim es 
In state g ov ernm ent—when the 
press has com plained long enou g h 
and lou d enou g h, the bu reau crats 
u su ally find some ex cu se to m ake 
records av ailable. 


IT ALL STARTED back in the 
day s of th e NRA, in the early 
19 30’s; 
was enhanced 
by th e 
adoption of the state sales tax 
laws, then by the adoption of 
social secu rity and m ore strin­ 
g ent income tax su perv ision. 
The 
priv ate 
bu sinessm an 
in 
effect, is a bookkeeper for th e 
g ov ernm ent a t the present tim e. 
T he sm all operator spends hou rs 
try ing to m ake balances balance, 
and m aking ou t endless reports 
for th e benefit of the state and 
Uncle 
Sam. 
Larg er 
operators 
hire accou ntants, and still larg er 
bu sinesses hav e installed elab­ 
orate bookkeeping sy stems. 


B u t 
according 
to 
Maloney , 
th ere is an im portant principle 
Inv olv ed in the refu sal of the 
rating bu reau s to 
m ake 
their 
records av ailable. He say s: 


“THIS 
PRINCIPLE 
is based 
u pon fact and not fancy . The 
law Is u nequ iv ocal in requ iring 
any rating org anization to m ain­ 
tain and make av ailable a t any 
tim e, all of its records on ra te - 
m aking activ ies. \ 
“It is the intention of y ou r 
commissioner to continu e to deal 
firm ly w ith sim ilar incidents in 
the fu tu re by taking im m ediate 
action if necessary ag ainst the 
license of any rating or adv isory 
org anization or insu rer which re­ 
sists leg itim ate efforts to obtain 
Inform ation.”

I have discu ssed ru p tu red inter- 
vertebral disks several times in the 
p ast, as many p eop le send qu es­ 
tions and comments abou t p ossible 
op erations. 
Op erations are requ ired in se­ 
riou s cases of ru p tu red disk, or 
those which cannot be help ed by 
other methods. However, non-su r- 
gical treatm ents can relieve and 
p erm anently 
cu re 
many 
cases. 
Particu larly with ru p tu red disks 
of the lower back, the vast m a­ 
jority do not requ ire op erative 
treatm ent. 
TRY TREATMENTS FIRST 
Doctors will u su ally try other 
treatm ents before advising an op ­ 
eration. 
Formerly , 
su rgery 
was 
considered* p rop er in most cases, 
.bu t we have fou nd th at many 
p eop le su ffer the same p ains and 
sy mp toms after an op eration as 
before. 
The cau se of a ru p tu red disk is 
a tear in the ligaments su rrou nd­ 
ing the disks between the bones of 
the sp ine. 
Most p eop le know th at these 
bones, the vertebrae, su p p ort the 
weight of the body and mu st have 
a good deal of mobility for bend­ 
ing and twisting. The disks are 
like p ads of a m aterial somewhat 
similar to cartilage, or jelly , and 
p ermit this movement freedom. 
PRESSES ON NERVES 
An inju ry , or over-strenu ou s ex ­ 
ercise, can squeeze ou t some of 


this jelly -like m aterial throu gh a 
tear in the ligaments, so it p resses 
on the nerves and gives mu ch 
p ain. Sometimes, this can ev en; 
hap p en for no reason th at can be ! 
discovered. Then the tear tends to 
grow wider, like a sp lit in a tire. 
Usu ally , the sy mp toms are severe i 
back p ains which may go down j 
the back of the leg to the heel.j 
The p erson’s reflex es are some­ 
times altered, too, and there may 
be certain changes in the sensory 
nerves th at give feeling in the 
foot. 
Most ru p tu red disks occu r in the 
lower, or lu mbar, sp ine, bu t a 
small p ercentage also occu rs in 
the neck. They can occu r at any 
age. 
X-ray s are sometimes help fu l in 
making a diagnosis and locating 
the ru p tu re. This is necessary in 
case an op eration is necessary , 
which shou ld be done only when 
medical treatm ent has failed. 
Usu ally , rest on a firm mattrese 
or on bed boards between mattress 
and sp ring will help . Sometimes 
p u tting the p erson to bed ar.d 
u sing a device to stretch the mu s­ 
cles in the legs is of help . Mu scle- 
reiax ing dru gs, su ch as tolserol, 
have also given relief in some e- 
p orted cases.

So frequ ently they write asking: W hat is the 
difference between neu tralizer and self-neu tralizr in a home p erm anent 
wave?

The first thing to know* is that 
there is no su ch thing as a home 
p erm anent wave withou t a neu ­ 
tralizer, according to beau ty sci­ 
entists. The neu tralizing agent is 
necessary becau se it is the fea­ 
tu re in the wave th at locks the 
cu rl in, making it long and last­ 
ing, they say . In the home p er­ 
m anent waving p rocess, this can 
take p lace either chemically or 
natu rally as the hair dries arou nd 
the cu rlers. 
In the more familiar neu tralizer 
kits, the wave is develop ed by the 
waving lotion, and then a second 
chemical, the neu tralizing agent, 
is ap p lied. This checks waving lo­ 
tion action and fix es the hair 
fiber in its new cu rled fashion. 
The 
self-neu tralizing 
p rocess 
involves ap p ly ing waving lotion to 
the hair in the same m anner. Bu t 
in those kits there is no sep arate 
neu tralizing 
chemical. 
A 
clear 
water rinse removes the ex cess 
waving lotion in some kits. An­ 
other brand has

ingredient 
which help s stop the action of 
the waving lotion and does not 
requ ire a water rinse. In both

DALLAS, Tex . (U.R)—The Ameri­ 
can Petroleum Institute’s market­ 
ing div ision, which long has rec­ 
ommended tha t automobile owners 
change their oil ev ery 1,000 miles, 
ha s rev ised its stand somewhat. 


Now the API recommends inter­ 
v als v ary ing from ev ery 500 miles 
to ev ery 2,000 miles, depending on 
the ty pe of driv ing. 


Its 
three 
classifications 
are 
“ city and suburban driv ing,” for 
which it still recommends a change 
ev ery 1,000 miles; “ duty or cold 
* weather driv ing,” for which it 
recommends an oil change ev ery 
500 miles, and “ open highway driv ­ 
ing,” for which 
it 
recommends 
changing each 2,000 miles. 


The recommendation 
of 
the 
marketing 
div ision’s 
lubrication 
committee defines the three ty pes 
this way : 


City and suburban driv ing — 
“ This represents the ordinary use 
of the family car or light truck 
mainly on short run, start and 
stop serv ice on pav ed roads under 
moderate air temperatures.
